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1. (3) Chief, SMLM, Colonel Banov, this nomine requested 
tt conf erence x«lth my Chief of Staff, which request was granted. 
Meeting between Banov and Oenerel Baker was held here at 1100 hours. 
Only natters bftught by Banov were details regarding General Yakubavskly's 
visit to Heidelberg on 8 August. No mention was made of YoIcubovsRly'o 
protest reference alleged air traffic violations or any other con- 
troversial questions, nor was there any Indication that Yokttbovskly 

had any Intention of not making the visit. On the contrary, the tenor 
on Banov* s conoents and questions was that Yokubovsldy definitely did 
Llntend to be here on the 8th. 

2. (S) Banov stated that he had Just returned from Iteensdor; 
that Yokubovskly had gone over the proposed schedule for his visit 
personally and In detail and that he was well pleased with It. He 

- said Yokubovskly hod only one ohange he would like to propose and hoped 
that T would not feel that he was ungrateful of k* hospitality because 
of It. The ohange was that after the dinner and entertainment here on 
the evening of the 8th, Yakubovsldy would like to go on back to 
Frankfurt and spend the nl^ht there at the SMLM compound rather than 
staying here at our Patrick Henry Village transient billets. 
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Our proposed schedule would then plok up again on the 9th for hie; 
return to Eaet Germany. General Baker Informed Banov that the /Sl|* 
question of where the Yakufcovskiy party spent the nlsht was tap to \\f 5^ 
Yokubovsklyj that we would he pleased to have the party stay here,; ; hftf;";.^* 
Could understand Yakubovskly's desire to stay at the mission and that v ^ 
we would modify our proposed itinerary accordingly. Benor wes profuse : ^^ 
in his expressions of thanks for all we were doing to make the visit; 
a successful one. 

3. (S) Other matters discussed were of minor importance except 
one. Colonel Banov asked if the PRO flag would be flying alongside 
the OS flag here at Campbell Barracks at the tine of Yakubovskly's 
visit* or more specifically during the rendering of honors to General 
Yakubovskly* and mention the fact that tho Soviets did not display 
the ODR flag when I vloitcd tiuensdorf • General Baker replied that it 
was* as Banov know, customary with US to fly the flog of the oountry 
in which our troops wero stationed at our major headquarters and poet* 
in that country, implying that the PRG would be flown as usual, Tho 
natter was dropped there, but as Banov was leaving* he asked that he 
be Informed specifically whether the FRO flag would be flown during 
the honor guard ceremony. 

4. (S) Regarding the flag question* I intend to have Banov 
informed that the PRG flag will be flown at ray headquarters on 8 
August as on every other day of the year and that the Soviet flag 
will be appropriately displayed at the reviewing stand during the ,/ 
c er emony honoring Oeneral Yakubovskly in the same manner as the _ 
national flag.of other foreign dignitaries who visit me are slmllsjjjjf. 
honored. SCP-4. 
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
